Taichi no Sakebi (Shouting Earth) 
— from the CD ‘Koku’ 

This piece is about the unpredictable 
and sometimes violent moods of 
mother earth. 


Music for Chappa 

The chappa are a pair of small brass 
hand cymbals used in festivals and for 
Shinto ritual dance accompaniment. In 
recent years, many new techniques have 
been developed for the chappa allowing 
it to be played as a solo instrument with 
greater freedom of movement and 
expression for the player. 


Araumi (Stormy Sea) 

— from the CD ‘Koku’ 

A haunting flute melody accompanied 
by the O-Daiko drum and a small 
Buddhist bell begins this piece 
representing the calm before the storm. 
The frantic playing of the high-pitched 
shime daiko, punctuated by the deep 
drumbeats of the barrel-shaped miya 
daiko portrays the stormy sea in full 
force. 


Nebuta Daiko 
This style of drumming, where the 
taiko is worn around the player’s 
shoulder, originates from the Nebuta 
Festival held in Aomori Prefecture 
every August. The festival features a 
series of nighttime parades of enormous 
paper floats lit from within, depicting 
legendary figures. The heads of nebuta 
taiko are made from horsehide instead 
of the typical cowhide, producing a 
sharper and dryer sound.

Akikaze (Autumn Wind) 

— from the CD ‘Tenkai’ 

Every year across Japan, hundreds of 
festivals or “matsuri’ are held in honour 
of the autumn harvest season. This 
piece was inspired by the vivid images 
of dancing leaves in the swirling winds 
during these spirited and colourful 
festivals. 


Koku (Empty Sky) 

— from the CD ‘Koku’ 

This piece features a solo on the 
ensemble’s largest drum, the O-Daiko. 
While the first half is composed, the 
second half is completely improvised, 
allowing the drummer to play freely 
and unbounded.

Harukoma (Spring Horses) 

During the early winters of Japan, 
many horses are born and are kept 
indoors until after New Years. When 
they take their first steps outdoors, the 
young horses run wildly about the 
fields until springtime. This is 
considered a good omen. 


Music for Uchiwa Daiko 

Uchiwa Daiko (literally ‘fan drum’) is a 
single headed drum attached to a long 
wooden handle. They are used 
principally to accompany chanting in 
the Nichiren sect of Buddhism. This 
composition explores the limitless 
possibilities of the uchiwa daiko using a 
variety of playing techniques and 
interlocking rhythms. 


Tenkai — from the CD ‘Tenkai’ Miyake/Ogi Matsuri Daiko, 
‘Tenkai’ has two meanings depending traditional
